So Says an OF“F14 Mail Carrier Who Koows 
;

United States Marshal Hayes, of Los 
Angeles, Cal., who has lived for a num- 
ber of years in Arizona, and has had 
considerable experience with the 
Avache Indians, says in an interview 
published in the San Francisco Chron- 
icle: “In 1861 I carried all the mail be 
tween Wilmington and Fort Yuma. Iu 
dians were thick, and they were almost 
always on the war-path. The hills were 
actually alive with them, and nv ove 
knew when they would make a descent 
upon the wagon trains, or with tbeir 
rifles pick off passing emigrants from 
some rocky point along the trail. 

“For over seven years I was in Arizo- 
na, during which time | assisted in 
| burying over thirty people who had been 
murdered by Apaches. Every one of 
these had been scalped, and in some 
cases the bodies had been most shock- 
ingly mutilated. The evidence of a 
struggle was usually observed, and the 
ground was strewn with rubbish. In 
| 1865 and 1864 1 was running the express 
between Yuma and Tucson, andin those 
two years some fearful outrages were 
committed by the savages. At one time 
_1 found a whole family dead thirty miles 
east of Tucson, the mutilated bodies of 
parents and children alike showing 
that Apaches had done the work. 

“A party of twelve miners on the way 
to Apache Pass was cut off and mur- 
dered in cold blood. No one knew their 
names or from what part of the country 
they came. All their valuables had been 

taken and their naked bodies left 
bleaching in the hot sun. I assisted the 
party that found them to serape away 
sand along the “road and bury the pour 
| fellows. 

‘Colonel McLain was one of the best 
Indian fighters in Arizona. He is now 
‘commandant of the Soldiers’ Home at 
|Napa. He knew that a mild policy 
would not answer, and the Indians 
learned to fear him. They kept pretty 
quiet when he was out vn One of his 
scouting expeditions. 

‘“T have had a great deal of experience 
in Arizona, and am under the impres- 
sion that there are no good Apaches liv- 
ing. The removal of “Geronimo’s band 
to Alabama was a wise one. This talk 

of bringing them back should not be 
tolerated. If they are permitted to re- 
turn it will not be 81x months before 
| they will be raiding and committing the 
same depredations that havé marked 
their course in the past. There is a 
» sickly sentiment that calls for the *re- 
moval of the band from Alabama, where 
the Indians are said to have become ad- 
dicted to chills and fever, which are car- 
rying them off. Better let them die 
than bring them back where they will 
kill ten men for every bravé whose life 
| issaved. The Apaches are the worst 
_Indiansin the country, and the sooner 
the rave becomes extinct the better for 
the rest of the people.”

One of the ctiief causes of a chill is 
& sudden evaporation of the perspira- 
‘tion. Another is a sudden arrest of 
| berspiration. These are largely pre- 
| vented whes one is clad in comfortable 
| underclothing. The bracing effect of 
| Cold 1s felt when one is not two tnickly 
clothed, and when, at the samo time, 
_ the surface beats in a dangerous ex- 
cess. Thus the “indiscriminate use of 
the thick. heavy overcoat” can not be 
wo greatly deprecated. To this may be 
_ largely attributed the colds so common 
in the cold seasuns of the year. Warm, 
thick underclothing and light outer- 
clotbing—this should be the habit 


of the heavy overcoat that dangers 
lurk. 

This is particularly true in regard to 
persons of sedentary habits; and such a 
one should ever be on his guard in this 
respect. He emerges from a warm 
breakfast-room clothed in his ordinary 
winter garments, with probably warm 
underwear, and over all the heavy 
ulster or topcoat. Aftera short walk 
he finds that the sense of warmth he be- 
gan with is more than maintained. He 
arrives at his office or place of business, 
and off goes the overcoat, though the 
airofthe newly opened room may be 
nearly as cold as that without, and, per- 
haps, draughty in addition. During the 
day, perhaps, he ‘travels to and from ad- 
jacent business houses, moving in only 
his house clothing. The overcoat is 
laid aside until closing time reminds 
him of the journey home. The result 
is that at times he is too warm and at 


wonders how he has taken cold. The 
thickness of clothing must be propor- 
tioned to the degree of exercise, whethor 
indoors or outdoors. One would not saw 
wood in an ulster, even on a very cold 
day. The wise man, however, would 
put it on when he had finished his job. 

Woolen underclothing is the 


perhaps worse diseases due to chills; 
and this must be regulated according to 
age, sex, constitution and amount of ex- 
ercise. Youth has great power of re- 
sistance to externa) cold, and runs many 
risks and often escapes scot free. But 
this is but exceptional. The weaker 
the constitution the more clothing, with- 
out being, of course, burdensome. The 
state of the weather has much to do 
with the regulation of the clothing, and 
so, too, the time of day. 

| At night more clothing is required 
than in the day-time. The bed-clothing 
should be sufficient to insure sleep. Cer-
